We 
ad a very famous Pick pocket one Fohn Farlow, - 
ho was there, at one time, ſeven Weeks, and 
deing Whipt and freed, came in again in leſs 
han a Week, and ſeveral of them were out, and 
n again, two or three times, during my ſtaying 
ere; and theſe Rogues are much encouraged, 
n their PraCtices, by the conniving of the Beadles, 
ho, to ſay no worſe as they deſerve, are great 
avourers of them. But poor Prentices, and ſuch 
s have no Money, and are not Pentioners when 
broad, (as Pick-pockets have many things to 
liſpoſe of) are uſed without mercy.
